T have received the following letter 
from Miss Mary Winter, Teacher, Seton Lake Indian 
2 ol, Shalalth, dated March 23rd: 

T was informed that my predecessor, who was 
"in charge of the Seton Lake School at the 
"time the new building was being erected, had 
"stated that the contractors had promised to 
"“gompletely redecorate the school inside and 
"out, within a year after its erection. There 
"was to be no charge for this as it was contained 
"in the original contract. I hope you will take 
"this matter up with the contractors." 


This is probably only a local rumour as 
there does not appear to be anything about it in my 
copy of the contract. However, it is just possible 
that there may have been some such understanding be- 
tween the contractor and the Dominion Public Works 
Department, which my records do not show. 


I am therefore submitting this report to 
you on the matter, in duplicate, in case you wish to 
have someone look further into it.

Re Mr. McArthur's suggestion of putting 
in a cook stove to provide practical cooking lessons 


for this Day school: 


T am afraid under the present conditions 


it would be full of difficulties. Much more than the stove would 


be needed. There would have to be kitchen table, and kitchen 
equipment, dishes etc., pans, baking tins, sauce pans, also 
cooking materials, butter, fats sugar and spices, all 


rationed or under priotities. 


Bread could be baked, but @ difficult matter 
in a building left vacant over night. Loaves oaked the same 
day as set would often entail staying late at night. There is 
no lignting sy stem. 

There are at present only five or six girls 
who are old enough to benefit by such an outlay. These are 


bright and intelligent and can be helped by oral cooking lessoss 


and taking home recipes to practice on in their own homes. 


there would be less waste and no friction as to whom is to 


penefit by the cooked food. Always & touchy matter with Indians 
Have already given oral lessons on cooking 
and diet, and have suggested they bring material to the school 


end T would supervise the mixing of ingredients. 


I may say, 48 Field Matron up the coast, I 
made many attempts to teach practival cooking. As the 
teacher's residence was in the puilding, the obeatatles that 
we have here were eliminated. But there was always the 
aifficulty of supplies. It's almost impossible to persuade 
the Indians to provide even a few eges. Shou&d they provide 


one, they feel they are entitled to the whole cake.

Replying to your letter of the 29th ultimo, file 
165-62-6, with reference to Inspector McArthur's report 
on Seton Lake Day School, I would advise that the matter 
of his recommendations was taken up with Mr. Acting Indian 
Agent Caldwell and I enclose herewith his letters of the 
Slst ultimo and 12th instant, and that of Mrs. Marsden, 
the teacher, of the 8th instant, which, it would be ob- 
served, is not particularly helpful. Mrs. Marsden's 
teaching experience is limited to that of a pupil teacher 
in ongland many years ago and several years as wife of an 
unqualified teacher who taught some time azo at some of our 
Indian Day Schools. Apparently, it is not much use en- 
deavouring to have her make any departure from the strictly 
orthodox methods prevailing at the time she was trained in 
ingland and 1 would suggest that the matter of domestic 
science training be left in abeyance for the balance of this 
term in the hope that a better qualified teacher can be 
secured for the position when the subject will be re-opened.

I am of the opinion that Inspector MeArthur's obser=- 
vations are made without aue consideration of the lack of pro- 
vision made in the design of the building for vocational traininge 
In order to provide practical cooking lessons for the school, more 
than a cook stove would be required.

During a brief visit to the Shalalth Indian Day 
School last fall, I found that water required at the school 
had to be drawn from Seton Lake and brought by bucket up a long 
steep hill to the school - a difficult task, especially in the 
winter. 


On my return to Vancouver, I arranged with District 
Engineer Webb of the Surveys and Engineering Branch to have one 
of his Engineers look into the matter of providing a suitable 
water supply to this school. an investigation in this con- 
nection has now been made and a report submitted by Engineer 
JA. Mackenzie, a copy of which has gone forward to Mr. T.S. 
Mills of the Surveys and Engineering Branch, Ottawa. 


The scheme involves an outlay of $150.00 to change 
the position of the Neal Evans Transportation Com ny's storage 
tank from which the proposed supply is to be obtained, and a 
rate of $2.00 per month for the water. There is no way by 
which we could secure a suitable supply at less cost, and, as 
it is essential that the school be provided with this service,

In accordance with instructions I visited the 
Indian Day School at Seton Lake I.R. to investigate the 
water sup;ly for the school. 

Two sources of supply were investigated (1) a 
creek flows within a few yards of the school. However 
as the creek bed is wide and gravelly no water appears 
on the surface at the school. At this season water was 
found flowing 2,600 feet above the school. although there 
was abundant water at this season, it is doubtful whether \ 
the su;ply would continue through the dry season. Cattle 
and horses use the stream for a watering place and the 
weter would be subject to contamination. 

(2) The second source of supply is water pumped 
from Seton Lake. At the present time Neal Lvaens Transportation 
Company supply their offices and workshops by pumping water 
to a 500-gallon tank from Seton Lake. The tenk is not high 
enough to deliver water to the school. Neal Evans Trans- 
portation Company would be agreeable to supplying water to 
the school at a rate of $2.00 per month, provided the Indian 
Department would move the tank to a higher elevation, supply 
a float switch for the tank and make all the necessary 
connections. This work would cost $150.00.

I hope I have made this clear we shall be 
very glad if this meets your approval & you can further our 
application at Ottawa. 

I do not know whether it would be right to ask the 
Department to make their annual crent payeble elso the 
Indian Hospital account so thet the rhole would then come 
from use I doubt whether thia could be done. 

I have one other matter I wish to write to you about 
partioulearly 4: regard to the Nicola Indians on the Shulus 
Reserve. We have a pohool there and would YF like to put 
up a Hospital & a decent School with rooms attached for 
the teacher's to live ine TI feel certain the best way to 
reach the Indians is to cive ther Day Schools on the Ree 
serve with teachers who will visit the Neserves & help to 
teach cleanliness in their houses & also teach sewinc,lace 
makine & a few other useful things in sewine classes to 
the Indie enerally , not only the youns ones,tersch the 
older women to cut out and make clotheys and so put ther 
in the way of being independent & self reliant. The salary 
the Government pays the teachers is very smallonly*400.00 
a year,but 4f they will help us in the buildings we will 
add to it & try and get thorouchly 80.00 teachers. 

Then we want e Hospital there badly,the Indians have 
been so badly treated by white doctors generally that they 
have no confidence in them,and we intend that the Dr. 
shall have charce of the Hospital & that he rakes weekly 
visits there,we shal? slways keeprfully trained nurses there 
& the doctors in the Valley enn alwa look efter «nv potient 
theytoend im. 

These buildings will cost in all between furniture 
land,pump house & over °©7000.00 I shall be «Ind if you wilh 
kindly go into it & if you can support my application will 
you help us in setting a crant from the Department towards 

the buildings. If we can cet 3000.00 towards the Hospital 
& school it wil? make it possible for us to set about it 
this year. 

If any of these plans are not clear I shall be very 
pleased to enawer any questions in regard to them.

Referring to our conversation when you were 
in Ottawa recently in reference to the salaries paid at 
the gholus and Lytton pay schools I beg to state as 
follows:- 

On February 12th, last, upon receipt of 
a report from Mr. Inspector A. B. Green on the sholus 
gchool, in which the qualifications and work of Mr. 
R. 0. Morris were spoken of in very commendatory terms, 
and as no salary had peen fixed for Mr. Morris, the 
Department decided to pay him at the rate of $600.00 per 
annum and further to allow Mr. Morris a special grant for 
her work among the Indian girls and the women on the 
reserve, should future reports justify the Department is 
making such a grant. It 4a considered, therefore, that 
this is a fair salary at the commencement for Mr. morris, 
when it is taken into consideration thet he has also a 
residence provided.

I visited the Shulus Indian Day school on the 23rd 
ultimo, now in charge of Mr. Jack Hardwood, a young man 
no doubt of good parts. There were seven (7) chijdren 
(six boye and owe girl) in attendance on the date of my 
visit, and the record showed that nine was the highest 
for several months back. While there are seventeen (17) 
on the roll, The tescher informed me that the others 
were awey with the parents camping and fishing and that 
he found it difficult to get those who are home to attend 
school without hunting thmm up every monning. In that 
way the children attend school in a very shabby appear- 
ence, they were not clean neither in dress or person. 

Therefore with all due respect to the capacity and 
ability of a male teacher, it is generally conceded that 
with children of the age of those attending this school, 

a female teacher would give the best satisfaction and get 
the best results, As a rule children of their age get 
more attached to a lady teacher ond they are usually bet- 
ter teschere for emall children, they pay more attention 
to the appearance of children attending school, both in 
their drees and cleanliness of their person, This is very 
noticeable since Miss Williams the late teacher has given

I have your letter of the 12th inst., 
together with copy of your letter to the Department 
regarding the proposed increase in salary of Mr. Fyall, 
teacher of the Shulus Indian Day School. 


After our conversation of the other day, 
I must say that it came as a considerable surprise and 
shock to me to see you’ attitude in the matter. 


As you say, Mr. Pyall is in receipt of 
a salary of $600.00 per annum, which you will admit is 
far from a living wage for a man by himself, never mind 
a@ married man. The bonus you speak of, of $150.00 a@ year 
is a mere bagatelle and is not permanent by any means, 5° 
that the total of $750.00 per annum is far from being @ 
reasonable remuneration for services rendered as ordinary 
every day laboring men earn far more than this. 


In the second paragraph of your letter you 
state that Mr. Pyall is in receipt of a salary of $62.50 
per month for twelve months in the year. In the fourth 
paragraph of your letter you state that if the bonus is cut 
off on March Sist., that you would then recommend that he 
receive a salary of $75.00 a month for his work. These two 
paragraphs appear to me to be somewhat conflicting, as surely 
if Mr. Fyall's work in March next, after eight or nine years’ 
service is worth $75.00, it must surely be worth that much 
at the present time and since the First of April of the 
present year a6 stated in my recommendation. 


I am forwarding a copy of this letter to 
Dr. Scott in order that he may see the attitude that I adopt, 
and I still maintain that Mr. Fyall is entitled to the in- 
crease in his salary, bonus or no bonus.

It is with regret that I enélose the resignation 
of Mr. A.E. Fyall, Day School Teacher at Shulus Indian Day 
School, Shulus Reserve, Nicola Agency. 


Mr. Fyall consulted me in the matter. and in the 


apparent state of health in which he is, I can only concur 
in the fact that he is forced to this action. 

In recommending the imnediate acceptance of this 
resignation, I wish to draw the attention of the Department 
to the 193 years of unselfish service of Mr. Fyall, assisted 
in every wey by Mrs. Fyall. 


During the time I have known him and his work I 
have always, with pleasure, been able to report very favor- 
ably on his work, both as teacher and in his gratuitous care 
of the Indians.

While the officials or the Department of Indian Affairs 
Ottawa know my views on the employment of untrained teachers in 
ndian schools on the recommendation of Anglican Bishops, I wish them 
to know that I have done everything in my power to make tir, West- 
away's work a success. Dozens of suggestions have been noted by 
him during this inspection. He seems a very nice young man, and knows 
that he 1s only appointed for the balance of the term, 


I wish to suggest to the Department that in this particular 
case, AND IF MR. WESTAWAY GOES TO THE VICTORIA SUMMER SCHOOL IN JULY, 
he be given a chance at Shulus for the school year 1936-37. If his 
work is not a success when I next 4nspect the school in the early part 
of 1937, I shall at once recommend that a new teacher be appointed 
for the 1937-38 school year. This will provide a reasonable eheck 
cn the work done at this school and protect the interests of the 
Indian children. It will also probably satisfy the Right Reverend 
the Bishop of the Cariboo. I hope that_the Department of Indian 
Affairs will agree with me in this, and I would ask that this letter 
be kept as a confidential document. 


EXTRACT FROM REPORT. 


Mr, Westaway 1s a theological student with one year's 
standing at the Anglican Theological College in Vancouver, This 
college is attached to the University of B.C. Mr. Westaway passed 
the Senior Matriculation Examination in Kamloops where he attended 
high school. 


He has no qualifications whatever as a teacher, I have 
advised him to attend the next Provincial Summer School for Teachers 
to be held in Victoria and to take a course in Primary Work and a 
second course depending on which subjects are on the Programme of the 
School. I have explained to him that the Department may not sanction 
the continuation of his appointment here after the end of the present 
school year even if he does take a Summer School Course, as even then 
he would not have a Teachers Certificate. I have explained to him 
that 1t 18 unlikely that I shall be giving a course at the Summer 
School myself, but that if he asks me later when the Programmes are 
pubis cies I shall do my best to indicate a course suitable as his 

{nor Subject, the work in Primary Subjects being his Major Course. 

Mr. Westaway was anxious to take any hints given during 
my inspection. I had him write full notes of all suggestions so 
that he would not forget them later. I look on him as a boy who has 
probably been a good student with no particular intention of taking 
up teaching as a profession. He obviously wishes to get as much 
money as will take him through the remainder of his Theological Course, 
a further two years. The greater part of the time during this 
inspection was devoted to the 4nstruction of this young man, pro- 
grammes of work to be covered in the various Grades and Sub Grades 
being indicated, and a number of short lessons taught. Methods in 
teaching some of the most 4mportant Primary and Junior work were in- 
dicated on the blackboard, In fact I believed that the Department 
would wish me to do my best in the very limited time to give Mr. West- 
away some idea of what he should do in the schoolroom, and in this 
belief I did all I possibly could for this young man, 

While this young man knows nothing about teaching from a 
professional point of view, his attitude is good, he appears to be 
liked by the people, and if he will go to the Provincial Summer 
School in Victoria this next July, might be quite a success here. 

In any case I have done the best i can for him at the moment.

REPORT ON ADULT EDUCTION OF THE MEN AND WOMEN 
ON SHULUS INDIAN RESERVE 


°2 


In August of 1944 I was commissioned to teach at the 
Shulus Indian Vay School. This school had not been operated 
for two years hence it was necessary to gather the children 
together preparatory to the re-opening of the school. 


This necessitated my visiting all the homes on the 
Reserve and brought me in contact with the parents and young 
people. After the school became a going concern and I had 
spent much timein visiting the parents to gain their co-operst- 
ion, I felt there was a need for something in the educational 
life for the older people, even if it was only to encourage 
cleanliness end e right way of living. 


After chatting with them and becoming friendly which took 
some time to accomplish - at first they would shut their door 
and talk to me outside, now it is "Comein, Come in” = they 
volunteered that they would like to meet together to learn‘to 
improve themselves. 


On November 29, 1944, tue first meeting was held with 
about 20 present, a mixed company of adults. From then on 
for two evenings ea week, Tuesday and Fridays, (7:30 p.m. to 
10:00 p.m.) a study was made of Reading, Writing, xsnglish, 
Arithmetic, Geography and Singing. The adults were placed in 
two classes, Beginners and Advanced Beginners. Some of them 
could not read at all, but were all very interested in learn- 
ing, and during the year have made fairly good progress. A 
few adults could write quite nicely, others had to start from 
zero. As spelling improved it was found easier to write, and 
spelling was made as pleasant as possible by its connection 
with stories. some elementary lessons in Grammar were taught 
to improve their use of the wnglish languege in order to 
eradicate some of their peculiarities of speech. The men 
often brought their problems to night school, as how to measure 
hay on the stack by the ton. This for instence brought in 4 
review of their neglected arithmetic. In Geography they were 
interested in deep sea and inshore fishing as compared with 
their own efforts on the lakes and rivers. A special study 
was made of all the provinces in Canade with their different 
resources. During the course of each evening & period was set 
aside for singing. At first they were very bashful but the 
more acquainted they became the greater was the volume of 
sound, and to my joy I found that the sound was "real harmony" 
giving me the idea of a future "Toy" Symphony Orchestre. 
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® gz Finding that sundays were spent by the indians very 
ften in not to be desired occupations, 1 gave Sunday evening 
classes which consisted of Bible study and Singing. The 
Indians seemed to appreciste this very much, often bringing 
their children. 


One product of these evenings was a sacred concert on 
Good Friday of this year when the white people and Indians 
gathered together in the Hall and the Indians gave such 4 
creditable performance that the white people were astonished 
beyond measure. 


For the purpose of teaching singing it was necessary 

to have a reasonably decent piano, i was fortunate to be able 
to rent from “Lower Nicola Community" When about sixteen 
Indians brought a truck to return it on June 20, 1945, they 
asked for music before taking it away, and at thg end insisted 
on singing, “God be with you till we meet again. It was a 
sad moment when the piano disappeared from sight; wondering 
what would happen with regard to the future and whether I or 
some one else would be able to continue along the lines we 
had started and develop a higher culture among the Indians. 


With regard to their social life, they overcsme their 
shyness and as their snglish improved they entered into 
conversation quite easily. At first their manners were not 
particularly polite but there is a marked difference in this 
side of their character. 


Cleanliness, as learned tnrough the children and night 
school has made vast strides, both in person end in their 
hores. The adults know I am going to visit them and they 
know that Iem prepared to eat with them on oceasion when they 
so invite me therefore they put forth their best efforts to 
have everything as nice as possible. i find that "visiting 
them" is an educstion in itself and will eventually draw 
goodly numbers to the night school (provided that Il return 
in the fall to carry on with the work). 


There was an average attendance at night school of 22, 
with about 33 names on the roll. 


I did find the Indiens very appreciative of all that I 
have done for their welfare, the climax coming when they geve 
me a "Farewell varty" presenting me with a gift accompanying 
it. 1 received various small personel giftsand the cry was 
"Please come back," "Please come back with us." 
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No words could express how much 1 have enjoyed the 
work among the Indiens during the past year. At times it 
has been strenuous and hard but there has been a great joy 
in "much serving." 


If circumstances over which I have no control prevent 
my return to Shulus I hope that some one else will be 
prepared to give their time and talents to carry on this 
work I have so much enjoyed and not find the extra burden 
too great.

A study of Inspector Davey's reports and the 
late Inspector Coleman's ourvey (Yebruary 25, 1947) indicates 
clearly that Hazelton is one of the places eat which we could s0o- 
operate with local educational authorities, It would seem obvious 
that, if arrangements can be made for these Indien children to 
attend the new white school, this errangemert would certainly be 
better than constructing our own Indian school just across the 
road from their new school. It would be appreciated, therefore, 
if you could discuss this matter with Inepector Davey and have 
him visit educational officials in Victoria to ascertain if they 
are interested in such e proposal. The Parliamentary Committee 
feels that we should be generous in making these agreements and 
there ie a possibility that we might even be able to get authority 
for « partial payment of capitel cost. This latter point is a 
Gifficult thing to discuss with provincial authorities as we are 
not gure whether we have the necessery constitutional authority 
under the old Indian Act. However, Inspector Davey could discuss 
with provincial educational officials;

It would seem that the only claim 
which she now has on the Department is with regard to the 
wording of the dismissal notice sent her, Her claim is of 
course that she interprets your letter to mean that her dis- 
missal was to be effective at the end of June, 1949.

when money is concerned.

I am enclosing District School 
Inspector Davey's report covering his inspection 
of the Shulus Indian Day School on April 5th. 


Mr. Davey reports very favorably 
with regards to the operation of this school, but 
in order to relieve over-crowding, it is suggested 
that an effort be made to secure the admission of 
Grades 4 and over to the Provincial school.

School at Shulus Reserve, which has been in charge ot 
Mr. Fyall for so many years. The school was neat and 
tidy and everything inzood order. There were present 
sixteen children out of a roll of 17. fhe children wre 
divided into Grades 1,2, and 4, besides beginners. 


Both Grades 1 and 2 read well and grade 2 seems 
@ little ahead of their work. Grade 4 also read well. 
This grade was good at mathematics, and the lower gredes 
up te their work. fhe children seemed bright and intel- 
ligent and not too shy, but anxious to show what they 
Gould do. Discipline was excetlent and Mr. Fyall knows 
how to handle and interest the children. 


ZT am very pleased with the achool throughout, 
and I know that both Mr. and Mra: Fyall are, in an un- 
obatrusive way doing excellent work in other ways on the 
Reserve, not only smongst the children bet parents as 
well. Mr. Fyall gives the children a certain amount of 
manual training and his wife teaches them sewing and 
mending besides health hygiene.

Dear Sir: 


Reporting on his inspection of the Shulus 
Indian day school on October 4 Inspector Harry states 
that as the anglican Missionary no longer lives in 
the Mission House at Shulus the teacher and her elderly 
mother have rented this residence from the Church 
authorities in order to be close to the school. The 
Inspector further reports as follows: 


"The teacher in this way is of much greater 
assistance to the Indian agent as she can assist with 
community efforts in the Indian village. Miss Aylwin 
is, I understand, paying some $10.00 per month for the 
use of this \iission liouse, which she has furnished. I 
would request that if possible she be allowed a sum of 
35.00 per teaching month towards its rent, and that she 
be further allowed $30.00 worth of coal for heating her 
home per year. Some correspondence has, I understand, 
been received from the Indian agent in this matter. In 
the northern part of the Province fuel is provided in 
many schools for the use of the teacher, even when the 
latter is Missionary and living in a Mission House. Here 
the extra assistance given by the teacher due to her 
residence on the actual Indian reserve is in my opinion 
worth more than the suggested assistance towards rent and 
fuel. The winters are very cold indeed at Merritt and I 
am most anxious that Miss Aylwin be given the assistance 
noted above so that we may make use of her services among 
the women and children of the reserve, the Indians being 
in many ways quite backward."

Inspector offers the suggestion for the provision of 
certain manual training equipment for use at the Day 
School at Shulus Reserve, I wish to say I have advised 
the Inspector that it is the policy of the Department 
that manual training accommodation be furnished to 
residential schools only, although an exception might 
be made where the day school attendance is very large, 
such as at Nanaimo. In the case of the Shulus School, 
however, I have examined the blue book and find that 
last year the attendance showed an average of 9 out of 
an enrolment of 14 - 7 boys and 7 girls. It is 
pleasing, however, to learn of the satisfactory work 
done by Mr. and Mrs. Fyall at this school and, if it 
is found that the attendance from now on is steady, the 
inclusion of an item such as suggested by the Inspector 
might be feasible of consideration in connection with 
next year's estimates and the Inspector has been advised 
to this effect.

Mr. Fyall has been here a very long time. 
He is not a Normal trained teacher, but he is trusted 
by the Indians. His main value to the Department lies 
in activities outside the actual laid down Programme of 
Studies. I varticularly wish to see regular Manual 
Training started at this Indian Day School. If the 
Department would supply two sets of tools, as was done 
at Metlakatla Day School, and sufficient lumber for 
making useful articles, the whole costing less than 
$50.00, a very ereat advance in the educationel value 
of the school would result. 


Girls' Work: 


I hove that the Department will supply the 

Singer Sewing Machine recommended above. Mrs. Fyall, 
who is paid nothing for her work, has rendered excellent 
service to the Indian girls by teaching them to sew, knit, 
etc. With a treadle sewing machine, the girls could be 
taught to make their own clothes, Etc. I certainly believe 
that in out of the way Indian schools like this the 
vocational training is one of the most important things 
for the children. I, therefore, ask that a small sum 

e taken from the B. G. Special Grant for this purpose. 


EXTRACT FROM LETTER FROM INSPECTOR G. H. BARRY 
DATED NOVEMBER 9, 1934, FORWARDED WITH ABOVE REPORT. 


I wish to recommend that vocational training 
be given a trial at this school. I understand that when 
the Deputy Superintendent General visited the Metlakatla 
Indian Day School, near Prince Rupert, and saw what we 
have done there, he was pleased with the result, and wished 
this manual training, etc., carried on at other Indian day 
schools. Mr. Fyall is just the man to make a succese of 
such training. Mrs. Fyall is doing splendid work with 
the girls. 


I am certainly glad to report favourably on 


this little day school. I shall try to visit it more often 
in the future as requested by the teacher.

1 find myself under the necessity of calling the attention 
of the Superintendent General to the course parsued by Mr Indian 
Agent Todd, of the North-West Coast Agency, British Columbia, 2n 
regard to certain Indian schools conducted under the auspices of 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist Church. For several 
years past it has been a matter of common report from our 


Missionaries and others that Mr ae has aa many ways show. him- 


self to be unfriendly to the ane of Che Methodist Church. Some 


of these complaints have already been definitely stated in a com- 
munication laid before the Superintendent General by the kev Dr 
Carman, and others, on behalf of the Methodist Church. In the 
present commnication | refer to the case of two schools located 
respectively at Port Suetadion, wt Skidegate, Qneen Charlotte 
Tslandg, B.C. 

Tn regard to the school at Port Bssington, the facts are 
stated in a letter from the kev D).Jennings, missionary at that 
place, a copy of which I enclose herewith. Concerning the school 
at Skidegate, the facts are substantially as follows: Several 
years ayo this school received the customary grant from the De- 
partment; after a time we found that remittances were not bebhg 
received, and om enquiry being made at Ottawa, we were informed 
that no reports had been received from the Skidegate school for 
a length of time past, and consequently no grant had been made far 


a 
its support. /| at one wrote to the Kev Mr Crosby at Port Simpson 
and received a reply “trom him to the effect that he had reasos, 
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* @o believe that reports had been regularly forwarded. Almost at 
the same time a letter came from Miss Ross, the teacher at 
Skidegste, written before she was aware of any complaint re- 
specting the reports. Although not stating. in so many words, the 
letter seemed to imply that reports had regularly been sent to 
the Agent, and 1 commnicated the substance of that letter to the 
Department at Ottawa. During the present winter Mr Crosby wrote 
to me saying that Miss Hoss had been unable to obtain forms for the 
quarterly reports, although she had written repeatedly to the 
Agent for them. It would seem that this matter has been cor- 
rected, for in a letter received this morning from Miss Koss, 
she intimates that school returnd for Septeuber and December 
quarters have just been mailed to my address, though the latter 
quarter is defective because she had not sufficient blank forms. 

Besides the direct. financial loss to the Society, these 
things cause a good deal of a.noyance to our Missionaries and 
feachersy and also to those hav¢éing the direction of the Missiosary 
Society's aftairs. It would be very gratifying indeed if some 
thing could be done to overcome these delays ia the transmission 
of reports. This isespecially necessary 1h Some prrts of the 
North-West and British Columbia where mail comm ication i8 to be 
had omly at wide intervals. If the Agent instead of returming s 
report to the teacher on some trival tecknicutity, ws in the case 
of the teacher at Port kssington, would forward ‘the report to 
the Department drawing attention to the supposed discrepancy, 
much valuable time might be saved, and = good deal of annoyance

‘his afternoon Miss Tranter's school report for the quarter 
ending September 30th last, was returned to her by Mr Agent Todd 
who in a note said that the divisor in striking the average for the 
quarter should have been 66 instead of 29. In the September 
quarter there are 66 teaching days . During that quarter Miss 
franter took her summer vacation whose length; not including Satur- 
days or Sundays, was 37 days. In former years the divisor has 
always been the actual number of days the school was kept open, 
i.e. vacation quarter. These reports have been accepted up to the 
last. Mr Agent Vodd informs us that all authorized holidays should 
he marked as days present and counted as such. Is it meant that 
the 37 days' vacation should be marked as days present, and then 
use 66 as divisor? You will observe that the aweregate number of 
holidays nust not exceed 149, deducting from this number 104, 
Saturdays and Sundays, 45 holidays remain, or 9% teaching weeks. 
Miss Tranter has kept within this limit. Our desire is that you 
will get from the [Indian Department an authorized statement which 
divisor should be used for the quarter in which the vacation is 


taken. 
“Owning to the demand for laborers on the Skeena in July an 


August each year.our school attendance is small. This year the ag- 
gregate attendance was 232.5 for the September quarter, for which 


divided by 29 gave an average of 7.6,- but which divided by 66 
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would give only a average of 3.87 -- quite a difference. Miss 
Tranter always notifies by letter Mr Todd when she closes and opens 
school for vacation. Hoping that you will be able to get at some

3Ist December 1896 ,%tkeuRK the Methodist Missionary Society and 
Mr Supt: Vowell,the last return being received on the 2nd 
March last, On the 2nd of that month the Rev, Dr Sutherlaid 
wrote omplaining of the course pursued ly Mr Agent Todd in 
regard to certain Indian schools conducted by the Methodist 
Missionary Society,and particularly to the Skidegate school, 
The teacher had been unable to obtain blank forms of report, 
In another paragraph of the same letter Dr Sutherland remarks 
that it would seem that this matter has been corrected,for ina 
letter received from Miss Ross,she intimates that returns for 
September amd December quarters had been mailed to his address, 
The gist of the complaint against Mr Todd in this matter is

It would appear that this school is en- 
titled to Government support,as the Indians of Skidegate

The Methodist Church has a school at Somer 
os in the Cowichan Agency ,conducted by the wife of the mission=

With reference to securing the sexvices ef a 
Teacher for the Skidegate Indian Day School, I am in 
receipt of a letter from Kev. Dr. Spencer, in which he 
States; "I am anxious to get @ good man and have a better 
salary paid. You know how hard it is to get a good man to 
take hold of one of these schods on $500 salary. 1 don't 
think the Department expects us to be able to secure the 
best teachers. Now if we had, say, $800 or $2,000, to 
offer a teacher, we would have a much better chance. A cheap 
teacher is, in my opinion, an expensive piece of business, 
because each year a number of boys and girls leave the 
School, being beyond school age. It is too bad to see how 
many go out without a working knowledge of English. If 
you know of any good man I would like to have his address! 
In another letter Dr. Spencer States; "Ur. “aley was 
down to Vancouver and promised to secure, if possible, a 
‘good teacher for us. If he fails to secure one, there is 
at the Sand Spit a man with his wife and little girl. “hey 
came two woeke ago. Teaching is his hobby. te says he will 
fill a gap for us, if necessary, till we can secure a 
teacher. He would, I believe, do good service, “e taught 
Indian children at Simpson for awhile. I am told, by Mr, 
Haley, if we could get from the Government a decent salary,

In connection with the schools of this Agency, I might 
be permitted to make a fewm Suggestionse 

The two large schools are in districts where the cost og 
living is high. Even the Indians will not work for the cannery at 
less than $3.00 per day. They look for results, from teachers, and 
the kind obtainable, at a low salary, is only men who are looking 
for something better. , Mr. McConkey, and Mr, Russell, were both 
giving satisfactory service; but Mr. “cconkey asked for $1,000 a 
year, and Mr, Russell worked overtinme, in the cannery. 

I would respectfully suggest that the teachers receive 
$900 a year. The Massett Teacher has a house, at Massett fleserve; 
but is not provideed for, by the Government, at Naden “arbour, 

Having the largest School, the free rent would be a 
difference in his favour, above the teacher of the Skidegatea 
School, The Indians are anxious to have good men stay with then, 
especially married men; but we cannot keep them. Teachers, withe 
out certificates, are allowed to have charge of the Provincial 
Yay Schools, and they receive $80 per month, on Graham Island, 

The attendance at the White Schools is small. Out teachers have 

a large attendance, The Massetts and Skidegates are willing to 
learn, They are Progressive, and a credit to the Department, with 
600d towns and Showing more signs of advancement than any of 
the Indians on the Coast. The Bands are large, and they reside in 
only two places,Massett and Skidegate, 


If it could be possible to engage first-class teachers 


the results would be Temarkable,

It was a 
pleasure to me to find that the School had been placed 
in the hands of Mr. Russell and to know that the good 
work accomplished under Dr. Spencer and Miss Spencer would 
ve continued under another competent teacher. I learned, 
from the young man, in the presence of Dr. Spencer, that 
he had passed the preliminary examination for entrance 
into the Methodist ministry and was studying for another 
examination. Since then Dr. Spencer has reported his work 
satisfactory. He is directly under the supervision of Dr. 
Spencer, who lives with him, ina building adjacent to the 
School. I considered that the heads of the Methodist 
Church had the appointment of the teacher, and was introe 
duced to Mr. Russell, by tne Rev. Mr. Kaley, who informed 
me of Mr. Kussell's appointment. It is difficult to find 
a teacher for the outlying Indian schools, and < felt 
pleased to know that we had good teachers in both schools, 
in thie Agency.

the following, from Mr. A. C. Brown, Teacher of 


Skidegate Indian Day School, and the Rev. Dr. J. 


C. Spencer, formerly Missionary at Skidegate;. 


Mr. Brown's letter reads as follows;~- 

"Dear Sir.-I have to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of May 28th and beg to inform you 
that the school Ss now out of my hamds, the 
Conference having replaced me by Mr. Young, of 
Port Simpson Boye Home, who, I unde retand, is 
entering the ministry. I hed not any intention 
of leaving the school, and Dr. Spencer never 
Baid a word about it to me and I did not say that 
I wanted to leave, hence the reason I apked for 
my holidays at the ueual time. It's whet I eqll 
@ low down trick to play on a fellow; but I suppee 
the least said the better it will be. I closed 
school on June 6th as the rest of the Indians went 
away on the following Monday to the Skeena, The 
reason that the big girle were turned out of 
school was because they were constantly quarreling, 
one with the other,and generally causing a distur- 
bance in the school, This was done at the request 
of the Council, who held a meeting and then sent 
them letters telling them thattmey must stey away 


from school if they could not behave themealves,

Dr. Spencer's letter is as follows;- 
"Dear Sir;-In reply to youre of June 2nd, which 
has just reached me, I may sey thet Mr. Brown did not ree 
Sign. During the Winter and early Spring he spoke free 
quently ae though he woubd like to be relieved. But, as 
you know, it is often difficult to fin# anyone between 
times to take up such work, Fe did not seem to get on at 
all well with the pupils. There was co®etent war in the 
school; for thet reason I thought it would be well for us 
to try another. Besides that we have a Mr. Young herega 
Port Simpson, who has given good satisfaction in this big 
School and will, I feel sure, do the same at Skidegate, 
When sahool closed Mr. Brown had, appeeently changed his 
mind, and would have been willing to stay on; but, for the 
sake of the school, I think a change is needed. Most of 
tye Indians are on the Skeena and Mr. Young will spend 
holidays on the mainland and be at Skidegate in plenty of 
time to begin school. He is, I believe, B. A. and a stud 
ous man, Mr. Brown meade no attempt at studying of any dee 
scription. I am sorry I have neglected resigning myself}b ut 
supposed that would be taken for granted. Yes, I hope to keep 
in touch with you for all that makes for the welfare of the 
Indians. (Sd.) J. C. Spencer.* 
With regard to the above I beg to st.te that Mr. 
Brown, and Rev, Dr. Spencer, did not agree on mayy met tere; but, 
when I visited Skidegate, no complaint was made against Mr. 
Brown, @ither by the Indians or the Missionary, at any time, 


The school was conducted and reported on in a satisfactory 
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q@erer, so far ae I coubd see or learn, and Mir, Brown appeared 

Bio pe painstaking, sober and regular. I spent some time at 
Skidegate Reserve, 1.8t Winter, and visited the sehool free 
quently. When I heard thet Mr. Brown had dismissed some of 
the older girl pupils, I asked for an explanation, in writing, 
and his answer is above. Mr. Brown did not care ebout taking 
up Missionary duties, in connection with teaching, and the 
sqlary was low, until recently, when it was increased, It is 
better to have a Beacher there that will agree with the Wise 
sionery, considering that both live on the reserve, and the 
Department is not responsible for any of the troubles of the 
former Missionary and Teacher. We simply endeavoured to have 
the school conducted according to instructions, and it was, 
so far as I aould see, 

The Skidegate Indians are eway. It is the time of 
the Summer Vacation, and no 4ifficulties will arise over any 
lack of a teacher, for some time yet. He would have no pupils, 
if at Skidegate. 

I understand that Mr. Young will be a very satisfactay 
gentleman, to act as teacher, and only regreat that it is so 
difficult to retein teachers and others, on these islands.

Rev. John Gibson, 
the Missionary on Skidegate Reserve, informed m that the 
Church giant will be cut off, from Mr. Young, in the near 
futurey Rev. Mr. Gibson is now able to take charge of the 
Church work.

sistant Teacher in thie Agency, both Mrs. Trainor and Mre. 
Young sould be engaged,while the pupils are at home, on the 
two reserves, without exceeding the appropriation, and it 
would be a great benefit to the children. The services of 


the Assistants could be dispensed with, each years when the 


attendance falls off.

As you will ebserve, both schools have been 
clesed-one threugh the presence of “Whooping Cough" in 
Skidegate Village, and the other en account of the lack 
of pupils. In f*et, but eight ehildren were attending, 
at Skidegate, when I last visited the School. 

Tt is practically impossible to keep the 
children at school, during the good weather. They go 
and come; ene day the family is on the reserve; the next 
day they go in boats to gardens, camps, mill towne, and 
away, here and there. 

year after year, we are compelled to shut 
down the day seheols, at the beginning ef yay, and they 
are not epened, en the reserve again, until September, 
or cetober. 

At times, when the eanneries empley a 
number of the Indians, the teaehers go there, and epen 
sehoel; but little advancement is made,and the ghildren 
fall back, until we never have a child, the preduct of 
@ day seshool, that shows any marked ability. 

I have consulted with the recently ap- 
peinted Anglican Missionary here, Rev. J. Gillett, and 
@lse with the Chief Ceunciller, Alfred Adams. We have

With reference to the cskidegate Day sohool it 
is noted that Mises MoDonald, the present teacher, has 
informed you that it is not her dntention to remain. Reve 
T. Ferrier, Superintendent of Methodist Indian schools, 
has been informed accordingly. 


You should see that Miss McDonald prepares and 
forwards returns showing the attendance, days taught, 
eto, before she leaves, in order that the salary and 
ponus due can be paid her. 


With reference to your remarks that you would 
like to see a night school started for the men and older 
boys and girls at Massett 1 beg to say that the Department 
would be disposed to pay 4 reasonable salary for instruction 
in a school of this kind during the winter months. It is 
presumed that the night school could be carried on in the 
day school building. You will be good e:ough to furnish 
a full report as to who would give the instruction in the 
night school and the salary required. It 18 con- 
sidered that three nights per week would be a sufficiant 
period to conduct these classes. you should furnish a 
full report qs to what arrangements you can make for the 
proper carrying on of a night school at this point.

free to go more thoroughly into the work, since 
you yourself and the Council invited me to do so

This is the best small native school that 
I have ever visited. I attribute this to the class 
of teacher that you have almost invariably employed. 
To Miss Ward, who, I believe, was the first to use 
at Skidegate, modern methods of teaching, great 
credit is due. Her successors,Misses Mac » Rood, 
Young, Bertrand and McRae ,have,as far as their 
individual ability and experience allowed, followed 
in her footsteps, and have demonstrated to me 
that it is quite possible to get response from 
native children when the work is made interesting, 
Candidly, were the white schools staffed with the 
type of teacher that I have so often seen in native 
schools, I am inclined to think that the interest 
and progress would be at a low ebb, It is a real 
Pleasure to see the response to modern teaching in 
this school, 


In some native schools that I have visited 
there has been no definite Objective, no well defined 
Course of Study. In Skidegate for at least six yyears 
your teachers have endeavoured to follow the B, ¢, 
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of St . If compulsory attendance and punctu- 
alii wore insSted upon as in our white schools, this 
would soon be productive of even more marked results,

His remarks on the 
Massett and Skidegate Schools regarding the number of toachors 
required expresses the need which the nt has seen for some 
time, namely, three qualified teachers for lassett Sohool, and 
two for Skidegate. iassett this year had over one hundred on 
the roll, and Skidegate over forty. ‘there will be more in both 
sohools next term. 


If the suggestion for three qualified teachers for 
the Massett sohool is oarried out, it will be necessary to have 
another room added, such as the Jepartment's original plans 
@alled for. 1 realise that there was not anything provided for 
in the estimates for 1928-29, to take oare of this, so that I 
suppose the new room could not be added this year. Howovor, 
the present sohool could be rearranged so as to make three rooms 
with very little expense. All that is required is the partition 
between the large room and the cloak room moved, and two new 
doors. ‘The enolosed plan of the present school and a sketoh of 
the alteration will show what I mean. If nothing can be done 
this year, possib the old Chureh could be used, as before the 
new sohool wae built.

The Skidegate sohool is quite an ol building, I 
believe originally a ohureh, and a now one will bo required in 
the near future. it is large enough to allo rat 
partition, so as to accommodate two teachers. 


The greatest difficulty is in -ettin: the 
large enough to require the number of teachers montioned, 
the months of September, May and June. jut it could be 
from the middle of October to the end of April, with a little 
more rigid enforcement of Seca. 10 of the Indian Act The Sxide- 
gate attendance has been good for the time the people were in 
the village. lassett attendance has also been very good, but 
would have been better if it had not been for the seabies. “ho 
people themselves are taking more interest in sehool affaires 
and the Agent feels with lir. fraser, that if the Indian schools 
were conducted on the same lines as the shite Schools, the 
results would compare favourably. ‘There would then be no reason 
why there should not be pupile from these schools taking the 
intrance exams. every year. 


There would be no necessity for hiring the extra 
teachers for September, or after April. I understand that there 
are plenty of teachers in 5. C. who could be obtained at any 
time. As far as the present teachers cre concerned, iiss 
Dorothy Shopland will be coming back, but ise Stella Shopland 
hopes to go to University. iiss lichae will not be returning to 
Skidegate. Shall I make arrangements to secure a teacher to 
replace iiiss “Shopland. I suppose the United Chureh will have 
the privilege of nominating someone for \xidogate.

I have had a number of enquiries from parents 
at Skidegate regarding their children going to 
Coqualeetza Residential School. I may say that 
Mr. Raley is continually writing to Skidegate asking 
for children from there. 

What is the Department's policy this year in 
the matter of allowing children from Skidegate to 
go to Boarding School. I may say that there is an 
up-to-date school at Skidegate,with two qualified 
teachers, for the last four years. If the Department 
would allow eight children to go to Coqualeetza, one 
of the teachers at Skidegate could be dispensed 
with. ' 

In the past the majority of graduates from 
Coqualeetza Teturning to Skidegate, have been a 
credit to the school, and are now a credit to the 
village. Some of them have married, and their homes 
compare favourably with those of white people. 

I would recommend that the Department give 
permission for at least eight pupils to be sent from 
Skidegate, providing that the parents pay the fares.

I wish further to recommend that this Skidegate 
Indian Day School be not onened t111 October 1st each year 
and that it be closed on May 31st yearly, but that during 
the neriod Qctober to May inclusive the WO TEACHERS be 
employed, \is would be a very much better educational 
arrangement than the present one of onening with one teacher 
for Senior and Junior children in one room, going on in 
November to two teachers and then having only one teacher 
for both Senior and Junior children in dune. The attendance 
in September and June would not be sufficlent to make such a 
mix up of teachers and pupils a worth while practice, 


While I do not like the practice of having one 
teacher living alone in this village, the conditions are not 
quite as bad as they are in Massett, and the fact that the 
Field Matron, Mrs, Gladstone, lives quite near makes things 
much better, There is, however, I have every reason to 
believe, considerable drinking among the Indians itn Skiderate 
at present and the Department certainly takes quite a risk in 
permitting single girls to live alone in these villaces. Two 
teachers from October to May, inclusive, would solve the 
difficulty.

I would like to suggest that Miss Vera F, Weaver should be 
appointed as the ten-months' teacher at Skidegate for the ensuing 
academic year beginning September lst, and as a supply for the 
seven=months’ teacher I would like to nominate Miss C. A, Vander- 
veen.

I have just returned from a visit to Skidegate and 
find that Miss Vanderveen (junior teacher) finished her duties 
May 2lst,I understand that Miss Vanderveen started her Duties 
‘oné-week earlier,this information from Miss Weaver, (senior 
Teacher)who is now taking both classes until the end of June. 


Re:- Inspector Barry's recommendation for 
the full eight month period. 


With regard to the above recommendation for an eight 
month's period,I have taken this up with the Council,and they 
feel that as the majority of pupils come home early in Septem- 
ber that this month would be wasted as far as their education is 
concerned, there will be over 20 of school age to start school in 
September,bringing the total up to around 90 pupils,(this at the 
Massett Indian Day School)They suggested thet a third teacher be 
appointed for that 5 month term, ending March. 


Personally I think that the above suggestions are the 
best solutions to keep the children well under control,to advance 
their education,and to keep them out of trouble during September, 
unless we have a third teacher,it means that the Junior Class will 
be over 60, this number of course is rather hard to control by one 
teacher,perhaps as Mr Barry has just inspected these Schools,he 
may have come to a different opinion,although at the time of his 
visit many had already gone away to their fishing grounds,

Dear Major MacKay:- 


With reference to my report on the Skidegate 
Indian Day School forwarded to you on May 15th last from 
Tlell, I have now received Departmental letter 157-11-1 
dated June 2lst and a copy of a letter from the Acting 
Indian Agent dated Massett, May 27th 1937, 


The Superintendent of Welfare and Training 
asks for comments in regard to the closing of the 
above mentioned school during the months of September and 
June, which was the recommendation made in my report on 
this school on a previous occasion. 


With great respect I would first point out 
that to me the discussion of the administration of the 
school with the Indian Council appears a great mistake, 


As pointed out on other occasions the Indians 
of the Queen Charlotte Islands wrongly consider that the 
schools are paid for out of Indian funds and that they 
as Indians should have the decision as to what should be 
taught in the schools, how they should be conducted, itc. 


Mr. Phillips has very little experience of 
Indians in general and of the Skidegate Indians in particular. 
He has little or no knowledge of school administration, and 
while I regret that he now appears to have come to an 
opposite opinion than that expressed when he discussed the 
matter with me during my visit to the Queen Charlottes, 
I simply am unable to modify my ovm professional recommendation 
in the matter. ; 


To take up in detail the remarks of Mr, Phillips 
is a very difficult matter, as I do not understand what 
Mr. Phillips means in the fhira paragraph of his letter,nor 
do I understand his reference to the need for a third teacher, 
or what his reference to the Massett Indian Day School means. 


It will be best for me to indicate again the reasons 
which prompted my recommendation of an eight month school year. 


Senior Room Average Attendance 


September 1944 12.451 
September 1935 16.55 June 1935 10,16 
September 1936 17.78 


During the above months all the children werein 
the Senior Room and only one teacher was employed, 


May I say that in Skidegate the majority of the 
children most certainly do not come home early Septembex 
as stated by the Council. 
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& It is a very bad practice to start smal]. children 

with one teacher, the senior one, as has been done in 

Skidegate, and then in October or November have them go 
into another room and restart work with the other teacher. 
I do not believe that any competent authority on education 
would recommend such a practice, and it is mainly this 
foolish procedure that I understood that the Indian Affairs 
Branch had decided to abolish, hence my remark in the 
second last paragraph of Page 5 of my Skidegate report 
dated May 15, 1957. 

The old procedure was for all the remaining pupils 
to again be taken together in the Senior Division in June 
thus destroying all chance of carrying the work of the 
senior Grades to a successful conclusion just before the 
High School and other Tests. 

These remarks also apply to Massett, though the 
actual attendance figures are different and as given in 
my reports. In September 1936 it happened for I understand 
the first time and due to failure of fishing, that there 
were enough children to warrant Mr. Collison opening the 
two rooms at Massett together and on September lst. 


It is very important that one teacher be not sent 
to live in either Massett or Skidegate BY HERSELF. 


I would not object to the opening of the two 
rooms at either Massett or at Skidegate on September lst 
this year if the Indian Affairs Branch considers this the 
best course, nor do I object to the same two rooms being 
kept open in June 1938, There are not in normal years 
enough pupils to justify keeping the rooms open in June, 
and fr the other reasons given in my reports the teacher 
of the senior room should certainly not be left in the 
village by herself. 


What Mr. Phillips means by the statement that the 
junior class will be over 60 unless we have a third teacher 
I do not know. I may say that my remarks and recommendations 
were not based on the actual number in school when I inspected 
as Mr, Phillips would have seen had he consulted the copy 
of my reports in his possession before he wrote to the 
Indian Affairs Branch. 


My recommendation is still to open Senior and Junior 
Divisions in Massett and Skidegate on October lst and to 
close these schools on May Slst yearly. The progress of 
the pupils will not be retarded in any way, regardless of 
the opinions of non professional persons, and the wishes 
of Indians whose one aim is to have the children attend 
a Residential School if possible or if that is impossible 
get rid of their children for as long as possible in the 
day schools, 


I hope that by the time of my next visit to the 
Queen Charlotte Islands in May 1958 a permanent Indian Agent 
will have beon appointed and I can then explain in detail to him 
just why the recommendations were made in my reports whi ch 
the Indian Affairs Branch knows were with a view to lessening 
the possibility of a criminal attack on one of our teachers 
by drunken Indian youths.

Mr. Phillips accompanied me to Skidegate where a 
meeting was held with the council and visits made to the day school and 
some of the indian homes. While here I also called on Mrs. Gladstone, 
our field matron, and the local United Church Missionary, the Rev. 
lr. Affleck. The meeting with the council was on the whole quite 
satisfactory and matters on which information was requested were dealt 
with, these having mainly to do with medical service, preparation of 
income tax returns and the indian Day School. No requests for relief 
were submitted nor complaints made against the Agent. 


Certain improvements and repairs to the day school 
building are necessary and some work is also required to the teacher's 
residence. I instructed the Agent to prepare a list of these needs 
and secure an estimate of the costs involved in order that if 
possible some of the repairs could be undertaken during the months 
of July and August. The teacher's residence is a large, poorly 
constructed building and, in my opinion, shoubd not have been acquired 
by the Department. It will be costly to maintain properly and it 
might be better to either dispose of it or tear it down and build a 
smaller new house in replacement as the cost of remodelling would 
probably equal the cost of a suitable new building. A small new 
teacher's residence for this Reserve might be included in our post- 
war program of worthwhile works. 


It is doubtful if Mjss Mackie, prdéncipal of the Indian 
day school, will continue at Skidegate after the close of the current 
school year as she is not énjoying good health and has been advised by 
the doctor to take a year's rest. Miss Mackie had done excellent work 
for use at Skidegate and is highly esteemed by the Indian people. It 
will be extremely difficult to replace her. She assured me, however, 
that she would be glad to seek employment with us should she decide to 
resume teaching on regaining her health. 


(over) 
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I spent some time with the field matron, Mrs. Gladstone, 
R.N., who although somewhat dissatisfied with mm the salary we are paying 
her, still carries on and is doing very good work. At the time of my 
visit she was busy fixing up the’ new dispensary which is now located 
in the teacher's residence. A small expenditure for material and 
labour required to complete the painting and installation of shelving 
in the dispensary was authorized. Mrs. Gladstone reported that there 
was very little sickness in the village and that on the whole the health 
of the Indian was quite good.

With reference to your telegram concerning the possible 
appointment of 4 teacher to the Skidegate Indian Day School, 
at present there is no vacancy at this school, as Miss 
Chinnick's reappointment was authorized in your letter dated 
August 22nd, your file 157-11-1 W.T. However, we do require 
two teachers for the Massett Indian Day School, which is in 
the same area. This school is located about two miles from 
the white settlement of the seme name. At present there is 
no electricity on the reservation, but the Indisns are con- 
templating the installation of a plant. There is also no 
water system. There is 4 Superior School in the town of 
Massett, which will give instruction to pupils up to Grade X 
and possibly beyond. 

A second possibility is to employ the teacher to whom 
you refer in the Alert Bey Indian Day School when its con- 
struction is completed. This school is about a mile from 
the Provincial Superior School, which also gives instruction 
up to Grede X. The school and teacherage will be connected 
to the reeular Power Commission Plant which supplies 110 volt 
60 cycle current. The Reserve is also equipped with 4 water 
system. I may say that it is anticipated that the school will 
not be ready until January of 1946.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
dtaed December 5th,194). Re: improvements at Skidegate 
School and grounds. 


With regerd to the two very low Chimney's at 
the above school,also at the teachers residence,I would 
like to recommend that an extension be made out of one 
eighth of an inch plate welded together,as per attached 
sketch,I obteined a tender for the three to cost j10.0 
each (3 costing $30.00)there would also be the cost of 
wire tor stays,and labour which eltogether should not 

| cost above $45.00 for thethree chimney's,the extension 
\.would be about 5ft. 


A brick extension of 5ft on each chimmney 
would cost én the neighbourhood of 25.00 each chimney 
and would also have to have iron stays made to hold 
ageinst the wind storms,it is difficult to get materials 
for the above,and vricklayers are very scarce,perhaps 
I could get a tender for the above work,if this is 
desired. 


With regard to fenceing off a part of the 
school ground for gardening to encourage the children, 
I took this matter up with the Council,and it was th®ér 
opinion thet a fence would not last long owing to the 
cattle roaming around,and that the most of the children 
go away with their parents to the canneries etc. fron 
time to time,I have had the teachers (residence)fence 
repaired several times,out have come to the conclusion 
that it is better to leave it open,the children too are 
very distructive,and on my recent visit I cautioned both 
Classess against this practice,and also advised the 
teachers to sheck the pupils from time to tine. 
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The matter of getting relief recipients 
to work gravelling the walks to the entrance and 
cack entrance of the school was taken up with the 
Council,the only persons on relief are the eged,sick, 
and T.B. the Indians usually give two days work each 
in the spring, this is for road improvements enc clean-

During my recent visit to the Queen 
Charlotte agency, 1 had an opportunity of inspect- 
ing the Massett and peidecete Indian Rey School 
buildings, as a resulf of which Mir, Indian Agent 
Phillips was requested to submit an estimate of the 
cost of painting the buildings inside and out, con- 
struction of a woodshed at the Massett School, and 
various minor repairs and alterations. The cost of 
these has now been determined at approximately $500.00 
in the case of the Skidegate School and $630.00 for the 
Massett School. 


Mr. Phillips made provision in his 1944-45 
Estimates for part of these amounts, and it is request- 
ed that, if sufficient funds are available, authority 
be granted to have the work proceeded with. These 
two schools were the subject of criticism by the 
Provincial School Inspector and it would be advisable 
to have the necessary repairs and painting done as soon 
as possible.

Mr. Phillips accompanied me to Skidegate where a 
meeting was held with the council and visits made to the day school and 
some of the Indian homes. While here T also called on Mra. Gladstone, 
our field matron, and the local Mnited Churoh Missionary, the Rev. 
Mr. Affleck. The meeting with the council was on the whole quite 
satisfactory and matters on which informtion was requested were dealt 
with, these having pie | to do with medical service, preparation of 
income tax returns and the Indian Day Sehool. No requests for relief 
were submitted nor complaints made against the Agente 


Certain improvements and repairs to the day school 
building are necessary and some work is also required to the teacher's 
residence. I instructed the Agent to prepare a list of tiese needs 
and secure an estimate of the costs involved in order that if 
possible some of the repairs could be undertaken during the months 
of July and August. The teacher's residence is a large, poorly 
Constructed building and, in my opinion, should not have been acquir ed 
by the Department. It wil be costly to maintain properly and it 
might be better to either Gispose of it or tear it down and mild a 
emaller new house in replacement as the cost of remodelling would 
probably equal the cost of a suitable new building. A small new 
teacher's residence for this Keserve might be inoluded in our poste 
war program of worthwhile works. 


It 1s doubtful if Mqss Mackie, prénoipal of the Indian 
ps A ee will continue at Skidegate after the olose of the current 
sohool year as she is not enjoying good health and has been advised by 
the doctor to take a year's rest. Miss Mackie had done excellent work 
for use at Skidegate and is highly esteemed by the Indian people. It 
will be extremely difficult to replace lier. She assured me, however, 
that she would be glad to seek employment with us should she decide to 
resume teaching on regaining her health.

At the Skidegate Reserve a new urinal is being tilt, und also

that the Indian schools are the best on the Islands, the Indians 
children of this Agency are very bricht, and several are now 
attendins superior schools here, the children are exceptionally 
good at Needle work, drawing, painting and very musicYal, the 
parents are very keen on giving their children a good education. 
We are not equipped for Manual training, but have a large class 
room for this purpose at the Massett school as soon as conditions 
permit an instructor for that work. Basket making also Slate Totem 
pole Carving was taught at both schools, but this was stopped at 
the beginnin: of the war, severul Indian drawings and designs have 
been entered in a competition at the Stanford University, U.S.A. 
we have not as yet heard the result of judges, I usually visit 

the Massett School three times a month and the Skidegate twice 

a month, Junior Red Cross work is being carried on at both schools 
The Massett school has been adopted by the Sir James Barrie

There is nothing in this office to show whether 
the building in question is the property of the Depertment 
or the United Church, although I am inclined to think that 
it belongs to the latter, in which ease if conditions are 
as bed as your report indicates it is doubtful if the bepart- 
ment would be justified in making any lerze expenditures for 
repeirs, 


It is noted that there is a building contractor 
at ‘assett who will, if requested, go to Skidegate with you 
and meke @ complete survey of reprirs necessery to the 
residenee and at the same time place a valuation on the 
unfinished Indian house which you consider might be suitable 
for e teechers' residence.
